versation in this country. 

last woeak ane of tha lasding 
bankers in New York publicly 
prophesied a money panic unless 
drastic curtallments of credit for 
non-essential purposes were im- 
madiately enforced. 


While tha prediction is widely 
discounted, there is abondance of 
news every day demonstrating 
tha sradual’approach of a period 
of hard times. Everywhere mills 
and factories aré being gravely 
hampered by the congestion of 
freight on the railways. Every 
where there is growing dissatis- 
faction with high price lavels. 
Not only are the railways suffer- 
ing fram a shortage of equipment, 
but such equipment as they have 
is monopolized toan unprecedent- 
ed extent by the confusion result- 
ing from the recent strike, 
Complaints of delays in daliveries 
of coal and raw materials ore 
universal. 

So iar as New York is concern- 
ed there exists a virtual erobargo 
on building materials, Skilled 


workmen in this. industry are}, 


leaving the metropolis in growing 
numbers. The situation is aggra- 
vated by the almost fantastic 
wages paid for labour. Nor is it 
confined tothe metropolitan dia- 
trict. where bricklayers are 
Retting two guineas a day and 
ealy the lowest categories of 
voskilled labenr. are making as 
Tittle as 24s, for ay eight-hour 
day, At Chicago wages for sume 
39 crafts, including carpenters, 
plasterers, plumbers, steam 
fitters, lathe workers. and 
structural iron workers, have 
been raised from 4s. to 3s. an 
bour. with double pay for aver-
